Tliq arm 
was-set and the bones are already -in 
tho mend, tho physicians said. 



Because of tho many requests for 
Information as to the poaslble prefer- 
ence of veterans on the Federal Gov- 
ernment Homestead farms In Lako 
County and to clarify the situation. 
Dan Hunt, editor of the Lake C<^nty 
Legionnaire, obtained a personal In- 
terview with William E. Webster, ^oj 
Llbertyville. connected with tho gov- 
ernment project In this county. 

"Many people," began Mr. Webster, 
"have *he mistaken Idea that this is 
exclusively a relief project and that 
only those families on relief will be 
permitted to take advantage of tho 
government's offer of a farnf home. 
There is not a bit of truth In this 
supposition, for the project Is self- 
amortizing, that Is, It poys off In a 
stipulated period of time, 

•In the first place tho head of the 
family must be working and earning 
at least 1700 per year and not more 
than ¥1,000 a year, and not over 60 
years of age. In the second place 
there Is no provision made for any 
preference to any class of citizens or 
veterans unless they come within the 
wage and age category mentioned. 

"The cost to the owner will be 
$4,000 each, more or less, according 
to the sire of house necessary. Tho 
size ot the house will be determined 
by the size of the family, number and 
sex of the children. This amount 
covers tlie cost of tho buildings and 
land only. Other out-buildings in the 
present plan Include a combination 
granary, chicken coop, cowshed and 
tool shed and garage. Each house 
will have a basement. 

"All trees, ahrubs, plants and seada 
must be furnished by tho homestod- 
er. Likewise the cow, chickens, and 
Implements. This action was forced 
by tho many variations In opinion of 
the homesteaders themselves, us to 
what breed, size and number of ani- 
mala would be required. Thus no- 
group purchase and consequent sav- 
ing of nioney by the government' could 
be made. ' ' ' \ 

"Each home will contain rodghed- 
In plurablngi but only the kitchen sink 
win be In place. The toilet and bath- 
room fixtures, as well as the sahltary 
tuba in tho basement will bo loft for 
the homesteader to buy and Inatajl 
himself. This action was again de- 
cided upon when "vdrianco' of opinion 
in .choice by h ofiiies lead ors. was appar- 
ent. --..*.. , . . - ' ;\ . 

Electric light wiring will also bo 
installed, but for the reason already 
given, no fixtures will be Installed. 
This one feature should be of" out- 
standing benefit to tho^surroiindlug 
farms, for. In many cases, the Initial 
cost of Introducing electricity Into 
tho neighborhood will bo borne by 
the government. Because of this the 
nelgliborlng farmers will be enabled 
to electrify their farms without the 
burdensome Initial cost, thus the 
whole districts bonoflts by the intro- 
duction of tho homesteaders! • 

'Each property will have ■ a good 
well dug on It, one that will produce 
sweet water, of sufficient " quantity 
and quality to supply the needs of tho 
household and Its animals. .Where a 
number of homestoada extend back of 
the present or main road, a sub-road 
will be built to give the homesteads 
accessibility to the raalu road. 

"There are eleven tracts of land In 
Lako county which have been divided 
Into tracts and upon which the neces- 
sary wells, houses nnd buildings will 
bo erected this fall. There la a tiO- 
ttcre tract. near Lake Zurich; llO-acre 
tract near. Mlllhurn; 120-ace tnctaiear 
Wadsworth. east of Green Bay Itoad; 
and a ISOacre tract on Green Bay 
Hoad,.near tho Wisconsin atato lino. 
All of them on good concrete or graval 
roads ncccHalblo all the year around— 
this la an Important feature of the 
plan— making It oasy for the husband 
to get to and from work In all weath- 
er.

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(Continued from pngo 1) 
correct upbringing of future cltlxens. 
therefore each plot of land purchased 
for this plan wan located near a good 
Achonl. This proved to be goiHl Judg- 
ment for in nmuy cases tho children 
will revive decadent schools and per- 
mit consolidation of school to the nd- 
vantage of both children and school 
districts. This point should not bn 
overlooked by parents who seek Ihe 
boat for their children In the pduca- 
tlonn) line. 

•'Another misconception of Iho pro^ 
ect Is that ihero will be a communal 
ownor«htp of tooLt. anlm&Is. or com- 
munal buildings. Nothing could be 
further from the Idea of iim projocl- 
\Ve do want tho people to co-operate 
nut as commuual owners ut anythlnx, 
but as neighbors. We lyaut and urge 
them to attend a c<imiuunlty lecture 
on gardening, animal husbandry, poul* 
try raising, and other Infurniailvo leo 
tare.-* offtTereU In the uelghborhool by 
various ageucles. They should also 
co-operate with one another In work- 
ing out their home plans. Should one 
man bo a carpenter for Instance, and 
his neighbor a plumber, they should 
exchange work, and son on. Repeat- 
ed experiments have proven that. In 
this country at least, that communlal 
ownerships lead only to failure. 

"As I have said l)eforc the coat of 
the whole hom&stead will approxi- 
mate S4.000. This homestead Is pur- 
chased at lb© cost price by the pros- 
pect, who must live on the place five 
years before fae acquire* a suHicIent 
equity to dispose of his holdings 
should he desire to do so. TIiIr $4,- 
000 Is paid back to the govemmont In 
regular mouthly Installments at the 
rate of $4.25 per $1,000 cost. This 
payment (on $4,000) of 517 i>er month 
Includes pa>-nicnt on principal, inter- 
est, insurance, and toxcA. This rate 
of payment amounts to approximately 
three jier cent luteresi on the total 
amount and the payments extend ovsr 
a period of thirty years. 

"It should t>e pointed out that this 
statement of Including "taxes" fihould 
carry with it the explanation that, 
being government land. It is tax ex- 
empt until such time as the home- 
steader purchases the entire equity. 
However, an equitable plan to recom- 
pense local governments and school 
districts for the additional burdens 
that may be put on them by families 
on these ten-acre tracts. Is now re- 
ceiving serious consideration by the 
leaders of tlie projecL 

'Tlie requirement of a llvo year res- 
idence may seem a sharship on t^c 
homesteader, but when one realizes 
that the object of the plan la to locate 
people In tho country In an effort to 
decentralize population In cities, It Is 
not such a harsh requirement. Then, 
too, with the husband ami father 
working part-time at a Job, It would 
not be probable tliat.iOven with the 
help of his family, to complete the 
necessary work of llnlshlug the coun- 
try home in spare time In less than 
this time, according to experts who 
have studied tho problem. 

"Now, lest there still be doubt In 
the minds of some as to the Idea and 
requirements of tho plan, I repeal: 
First, It is not a relief or works proj- 
cctisecond. no preference Is given or 
stipulated to any class of cltUcns; 
third, your Income must range from 
$700 to $1,000; fourth, you must make 
regular monthly pajTnenta to the gov- 
ernment: fifth the government will 
furnish electricity, a house and base- 
ment, out-bulldlngs and a well, but 
you must supply tho bathroom llx- 
tures, electric fixtures, tools, poultry, 
shrubs, trees and seeds; sixth, you'll 
be required to live on tho farm at 
least five years; seventh, there is 
nothing in the agreement that you 
can't increase your earnings after es- 
labllshing yourself on the homestead, 
nor Is there anything to prevent you 
from selling the produce raised on tho 
homestead, in fact, after getting es- 
tablLshed, you will bo encouraged to 
Icrease your earnings to better ca,*e 
for your family and make life easier 
to live; eighth, the husband and 
father should not be over 50 years of 
age. 

Still anotiier point should be em- 
phasized: These ten-acre farms aro 
not itubslstunco farms. They are a 
part of a rural resettlement project 
under the direction of Dr. Carl Taylor, 
a protege of Rexfod Guy Tugwell In 
Washington. D. C. The Lake County 
sector Is under the guidance of a 
committee under tho lendertihlp of 
George F. Gonsalve.K and his aides. 
The temporary oHlces of thu Lake 
county braiTch aro at IIC Lake street, 
Llbertyville, at which place detailed 
Information and application for a 
homestead may be made."
